>hes.- v. iy practical questions: Firat, the plana now being jH'rfeet 
ed al)i 011(1 for t^ade combinationa; and, second, the fact that oni 
greatest trade rival, (Jermany. will emerge from the llm ..piin 
(itrugrgle iiidiistriiilly nnseathed. and with an army of men clamoring 
yorlt at any wage. 
England has jettisoned her i'ne trade policy. During tin- niiddl-: 
of the nineteenth century, when her nieehunieHl inventioHH had Hm«lii 
it possible to control any market which would give free aeeeMs t.. 
-her wares, it became highly important thai she operate inuh i a 
trade policy, a condition prcceilent to inducing other count riea to 
<lo lilvcwise. The aoealled school of .Mnnoheater. of which Coltden

Tlie adherenee ni' the south t.i this lin- irinl.- cum ic- 
tion has lessened iu an inverse ratio as the devdopiiK-nt ni .i-jmi-hI 
tural industries has proRrcsscd in Dixie. .\f that time the s.niih I 
u largo share of her jirodui-ts to Knulaiid. where they were ni i li u| 
and came back to us in the form of linisln d materials. It is a trii: 
sfnterneiit thai in many cases llic aKriciiltnral imlusiries of tin 
south w«-re nlili/cd by (iriat Itiiiain lo break down the inaiiurac 
tnring induatrica of the north.

Tlial is one of tlif reasons w li.\ 
the protoetive tarilV jiolicy took linn rooi in liie north, lint llnulancl 
fears Qermau competition after the war. She was experiencing it 
prior to the war. Today her rdnin lo ib. proici-t i\ ,. larifT |ioiic.\ 
needs hut the alliriuative action ot' purliameiit. The country is well 
uigh unanimously agreed on protection. 

Kverv student of trade wlio has ri lunnd trom lo rmain .liiiinj 
the last year declares that liie cessation <d' war will lind (ii-riiiaii.N 
Stripped to the loins and ready for the biggest eommereial caiu|iai^'(i 
I'ver staged on tliis )>laiiit. And Austria is t-'i^inir lo i|<i leninwork 
with Uernmny. The two iiaiioHs ari' perleeting trade combinations 
and tile govemmenta themaelres will enter into active partnership 
in all industries. State socialism is the plan. 

And little Japan is .sawing wood, lier wage scale is one-twelfth 
that of tiiii eoontry, and her indnatricH are being impi'rialized. Tli> 
cud of the war will find Japan the mistress of the Paeitic while We 
arc still growling al>uut the tieaiiien's act.
